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Direciov Writes About New 
Relief Program; Families To 


Be Made Self-Supporting 


By A. W. HOBART 
Director, Coffee County Relief 
Administration 


The new relief program is so 
padieally different from the C.W,A, 
ot-up, that it advisable to 
emphasize the differences, In the 
first place, anyone who did not 
have a job was eligible for work 
under the C.W.A,, at least during 
the first ten weeks of that pro- 
vram. Now, however, no one not 
eligible for relief ean be included 
in. the new plan, Furthermore, 
the amount of money available is 
decidedly limited, Hence, many 
who might be considered legitimate 
relief cases cannot be added to the 
relief lists until someone already 
on relief is removed, or until such 
lime as more funds ean be secured, 

It has been hinted that relief 
workers should be worked for fif- 
ty cents a day, instead of for thir- 
ty cents an hour, as must be done 
when Federal funds are being used. 
The thirty-cent rate is an impor- 
tunt point in the entire recovery 
program, of which the relief ad- 
ministration is a part. The Fed- 
eral Government makes it manda- 
tory upon the local relief admin- | 
istration that this provision bej 
adhered to. ! 

One point that seems not to have 
been made clear in the past is that 
this relief program is not to be 
confused with charity, It is a part 
of the recovery administration, and 
is not supposed to take the place 
of charitable endeavor, The aged 
who ure not able to work are not 
the legitimate charges of the re-| 
covery administration, Charitable 
work always has been as beneficial 
to the donors as to the receivers. 
We must not try to foist our own 
just obligations onto our wealthy 
Uncle Sum. We cannot profess 
love for our fellow man and then 
let someone else take care of him. 
Such professions of faith are not 
worth a great deal. 

The new relief program is con- 
cerned with making families now 
on relief self-supporting. To that 
end, a survey is now being made 
to determine how many of the 
families now receiving aid could, 
if given the chance, raise a subd- 
sistenee crop so that they might 
take care of themselves during the 
coming year, It is not the inten- 
tion of the relief administration to 
select just anyone who thinks he 
might like to farm, but to make a 
thorough investigation as to the 
fitness of the applicant, both from 
the point of view of experience and 
of character. No one who would 
dissipate the capital outlay that 
will be necessary to rehabilitate 
him will be considered. For the 
present, only those already on re- 
lief can be ineluded in this plan. 

All applications for rehabilita-. 
tion will be passed on by the Re- 
habilitation Committee. We quote 
from Organization and Procedure 
of the Rural Rehabilitation Pro- 
gram as revised: 

“1. The Rehabilitation Com- 
mittee shall receive reports of fam- 
ilies investigated from the County 
Director of Relief concerning their 
cligibility for rehabilitation, and if 
eligible and from the information 
contained in those reports their 
classification will be determined, 
The quantity and kind of material 
the Rural Rehabilitation shall pro- 
vide will be determined by the in- 
vestigation of the Farm Foreman.” 
(There will be a Farm Foreman 
for each unit of twenty-five fam- 
ilies. ) : 

“2. The County Rehabilitation 
Committee will see that no fam- 
ilies ave advanced any capital 
goods, feed oy seed (other than 
earden seed) until they have ob- 
tained an equitable contract or 
written understanding with the 
landlord. They must also have a 
waiver of debts so that they can 
he protected in the acquisition of 
property, No rental contract shall 
be made for or on account of 
abandoned landlord tenants where- 
by the landlord would have any 
opportunity for profit in the mon- 
ey or in goods. 

“In abandoning a tenant the 
landlord has already foregone any

“We, therefore, deem jt advis- 
able to enter into agreement with 
the landlord for and on behalf of 
their abandoned tenants carrying 
umong other necessary provisions, 
a clause providing for the payment 
of one dollar and other valuable 
considerations as a part of 
agreement.” 

The landlord would benefit by 
having the property oecupied by 
the family to be rehabilitated, put 
in good condition, The house would 
be made livable, the land proper- 
ly drained and intelligently farm- 
ed, and the farmer properly super 
vised, 

The status of the tenant who 
has everything furnished but food 
is the responsibility of the land- 
lord and is removed from relict, 
unless it is determined by the Re- 
habilitation Committee, on a sign- 


ed affidavit by the landlord, that | 


he has exhausted every source of 
eredit 
ant, and is absolutely unable to 
furnish food to this family, in 
which case the status of the tenant 
as a subject for work relief, pay- 
able in kind, will have to be de- 
termined by the Rehabilitation 
Committee. 

Without a complete waiver the 
tenant cannot be classified for re- 
habilitation, There can be no devi- 
ation from the policy: “The ten- 
ant is either the landlord's respon- 
sibility or the responsibility of the 
relief agency. He cannot be both,” 


TO THE FARMERS OF 
COFFEE COUNTY 


By HUGH D. SEXTON, 
County Agent. 


- Due to considerable misunder- 
standing on the part of the farm- 
ers of the county, with reference 
to cotton contracts, option cotton 
and hog contracts, I find it neces- 
sary to make the following  state- 
ments: 

The State Board of Review has 
never approved our Cotton Acre- 
age Reductign Contracts, but I am 
of the opinion that this will be 
done this week, Just as soon as [ 
get this board’s approval, I will 
mail to each contract signer a 
statement showing the status of 
his contract. Just be patient un- 
til you get a letter from me, This 
letter will give you full instruc- 
tions necessary to get your con- 
tract ready to be mailed to Wash- 
ington, 

Farmers who pooled their op- 
tion cotton and have received their 
option checks have no control over 
this cotton. This also applies to 
option holders who sold outright. 
This cotton will be sold, by the 
Government, and a_ settlement 
made in July. All profits will be 
distributed to option holders the 
latter part of July. 

Opticn holders who failed to 
pool, sell outright, or take the long 
time pool, must either sell or ex- 
tend their options before May 1, 
1934. Very few Coffee County 
farmers fall in this class. 

Inspection work on the hog con- 
tracts is just about complete. The 
committee will start adjusting 
these contracts this week. As soon 
as this is done the data will be 
sent to the State Board of Review 
for approval, It is believed that 
this work will be completed within 
a short time. 

Contract signers who must be 
seen in reference to their corn-hog 
contracts will be notified by the 
Secretary of the County Associa- 
tion,
